ment, to the effect that the Ministry have lost 
tbe confidence of the country. These mo- 
tions were made on Wednesday evening, the 
14th inn. On Thursday the Ministry began 
fully to realize their position, and every engine 
tbey could more was brought to work in their 
behalf. Absent • members were' lelegiaphed, 
and the usual amount of caucusing and lobby. 
ing entered into— which was kept up until tlfc 
adjournment on Friday night. 

AVheo Monday came, nearly all the mem- 
bers were in their places j an t from a earelul 
reckoning, it was ascertained that there would 
btan Upper Canadian majority against the Ad, 
ministration. Dut the opposition discovered, 
thai among those that were absent, were Messrs 
S. Smith, J. Smith, Ferric, Fur^iison; b'liot, 
RoBt, Malheion from Upper Canada, and who 
would, in all probability vote against the Gov. 
arnment ; and Ihey determine^ therefore, to 
put off the vote until Tuesday, iu order to al- 
low time for these* gentlemen to be in their 
places.

The Ministry, by this time, felt satisfied <j| an 
Upper Canadian defeat, and writhing under the 
conviction of this fact, were excited to almost 
desperation.

It wns announced thil His Excellency 
would come down on Friday, to accent to 

certain bills. 

The order of Iho clay for the consider- 
ation of Mr. Popin's mdunV of want of 
confidence in the ministry, with respect to 
Ihe expenditure for public buildings st Que- 
bec, was called. 

Mr. Pepin snid the e mduclnf the ministry 
in rolnlion to the Sent o.f Government, wits 
altogether evasive, and nni calculated to sat- 
isfy any body. He condemned the whole 
policy of the administration, nod aaid it was 
for the House to decide whether thoy should 
have the management of the affairs of the 
country for nnother ye»r. > • - 

Mr. Hohon moved in ornendnienl,. (with 
the consent ol Mr. Pnpin) (tint the course of 
the administration with regard to ihe soot of 
Government and other questions, has disap- 
pointel the just expectations of* the great 
majority of tho people of this province. 

Mr. llolton resumed— he had voted against 
Quebec as the Seal of Government, because 
lie bolieved that to fit it there would imperil 
the Union. He believed t$iat the Seat of 
Government should be fixed at Kingston, Ot- 
tawa or Montreal. 'Vht Government last 
ni*ht bad interposed frivolous obstacles to a 
vo'e on that question ; and. ihe opposition 
were forced (o accept thair challenge for a gen- 
eral vote of want of confidence, lie veferred 
to the evidence given before the- Public 
Accounts Committee and charged ' several 
ininUters *vilh rail-administration of their sev- 
eral departments. The Board of Works had 
given out 13 to 20 contracts without tenders 

--including the Scitgog navigation, and Ihe 
road between Canada and New Brunswick.

Mr. Patrick supported Ihe amendment. He 
thought the course of Ihe government in re- 
ference to the Seat of Government improper.
